On  the  County  Council  Register  there  are  15  Mid  wives,  all  of  whom  are 
practising  in  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  is  sufficient  for  the  district. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


There  are  two  whole-time  Health  Visitors. 

The  Education  Committee  adopted  a scheme  wherelw  the  girls  over  13  years 
of  age  should  attend  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  on  two  afternoons, 
thereby  giving  an  attendance  of  five  hours  to  this  subject. 
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The  Secretary  of  Education  arranges  the  schools  in  scviuence.  The  senioi 
girls  of  a school  come  to  the  Welfare  Centre  in  charge  of  their  teacher.  They 
give  2^  hours’  attendance  on  a given  da3^  one  week,  followed  by  2Y2  houis 
attendance  upon  the  same  day  during  the  next  week,  and  thus  completing  this 
school’s  attendance.  Girls  from  another  school  follow  and  have  similar  instruc- 
tion. This  successive  arrangement  goes  on  until  all  the  senior  girls  have 
passed  through  the  Centre. 

INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

FIRST  DAY’S  ATTENDANCE  Wall  diagrams  arc  explained.  The 
IMedical  Officer  speaks  to  the  girls  upon  growth  and  clothing,  and  extends 
the  talk  to  the  growth  and  clothing  of  the  girls  themselves.  The  address  is 
accompanied  by  blackboard  illustrations. 

The  girls  are  then  placed  under  the  charge  of  a Nurse  who  further  explains 
clothing,  and  shows  to  the  girls  model  sets  (natural  size)  for  babies,  toddlers, 
and  grown-ups  ; supplies  them  wiith  patterns,  and  gives  them  other  details  for 
entry  in  their  notebooks. 

They  then  pass  on  to  a second  Nurse,  in  charge  of  the  weighing  room 
Here  they  see  the  babies  stripped  and  weighed,  they  observe  and  have  explained 
to  them  the  record  cards,  and  the  uses  of  a Child  Welfare  Centre. 

SECOND  VISIT  ; — The  Medical  Officer  speaks  to  the  girls  regarding  the 
care  of  the  skin,  teeth,  food,  and  again  applies  the  lesson  to  themselves. 

A nurse  gives  a demonstration  in  bathing  and  the  need  for  careful  attention 
to  the  hair.  The  mothers  present  allow  the  girls  to  nurse  their  babies,  in  this 
they  are  carefully  watched,  and  any  errors  in  holding  and  handling  corrected, 
reasons  being  given.  The  mothers  in  this  lesson  become  interested  and  ask 
many  questions. 

The  girls  again  pass  to  the  weighing  room.  They  are  now  asked  to  read 
the  weights,  and  told  the  baby’s  age  in  months,  and  have  to  write  in  their 
notebooks  what  weight  in  their  opinion  baby  is.  The  bab)^  is  then  weighed 
and  compared  with  their  estimates. 

The  time  is  spent  in  question  and  answer. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  43,  Bolton  Road,  is  firmly 
established  and  is  open  each  day  from  9 to  10  a.m.,  and  from  4-30  to  5-30  p.m., 
when  interviews  with  the  Nurses  may  take  place.  On  Tuesdays  and  Wednes- 
daj'^s  from  2-30  to  4"30  p.m..  Special  IMeetings  are  held,  the  babies  being 
weighed,  and  talks  are  given  to  the  mothers  on  various  domestic  subjects.  I 
am  in  attendance  for  consultation,  and  I also  interview  applicants  who  may 
request  free  milk  grants  to  be  made. 
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A Centre  was  started  at  the  South  end  of  the  town.  Greenfield  Institute, 
which  is  situated  there,  was  offered  to  us  at  a rental  of  ^lo  per  annuin.  The 
accommodation  is  g:ood  and  the  building  completely  furnished,  and  in  every 
way  suited  to  our  requirements.  This  Centre  was  opened  on  3rd  April,  1924, 
and  is  open  each  Thursday  from  2-30  to  5 p.m.  and  has  been  well  attended.

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  nninarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children,  in  the  town. 

There  is  one  School  Clinic  (at  Holker  House),  established  and  maintained 
by  the  local  Education  Authority. 

At  20,  Railway  Road,  Darwen,  there  is  a Tuberculosis  Dispensar}',  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Eancashire  County  Council,  where  patients  attend 
for  examination  once  each  week. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Ro\ml  Infirmary. 

The  Eocal  Authority  has  instituted  a scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  for 
necessitous  infants  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  During  1924  free 
grants  in  necessitous  cases  were  made  as  follows  : —

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

For  Smallpox — Two  beds  at  Rough  Height  Farm  House. 

For  other  Infectious  Diseases — Scarlet  Fever,  i Idock,  20  beds  ; for  Typhoid 
Fever  8 beds  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

The  Typhoid  Fever  block  at  Bull  Flill  Hospital  is  loaned  to  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  5’^car  24  Scarlet  Feven  and  i Pneumonia  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Hospital. 
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There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  (locally)  for  the  treatment  of  maternity 
cases,  or  for  children’s  ailments.  The  Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn,  is 
the  Union  Infirmary  for  Darwen,  etc.,  and  admits  maternity  and  other  cases 
from  Darwen  as  required. 

AMBULANCE  FACILIIIES. 

For  the  removal  of  Infectious  cases  we  have  one  horse-drawn  ambulance. 
For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  is  available  at  Mr. 
li.  Harwood’s  Station  Garage  in  agreement  with  the  Town  Council  and  during 
1924  was  called  out  on  173  occasions. 

LABORATO^<Y  WORK. 

The  number  of  Bacteriological  Examinations  is  as  follows — Blood,  3, 
Sputum  17,  Throat  Swabs  5,  others  3. 

In  addition  the  'I'uberculosis  Officer’s  Department  (Dr.  MaePhee’s)  have  examined 
181  specimens  of  Sputum  with  positive  result  in  24  cases  and  a negative  result  in  157. 

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order  of  iqio  a supply  of  Anti-toxin  is 
kept  at  the  Health  Office,  and  the  amount  used  by  local  practitioners  during 
1924  was  32,000  units.  No  other  Sera  or  Vaccines  were  used. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890.  has  been  adopted  (27th 
October,  1900),  excepting  Sections  5 to  ii  inclusive,  and  Section  15. 

• The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act)  1890,  has  been  adopted  except- 
ing the  Section  relating  to  Music  and  Dancing. 

Certain  Sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act)  1907,  have 
also  been  adopted,  also  the  Darwen  Corporation  Acts,  1887  and  1899. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  collected  mostly  from  IMoorland,  and  is  of  good  quality. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  in  the  V4cinity  of  dwelling-houses. 

There  is  no  insufficiency. 

The  amount  used  during  the  5'ear  was  373,434,000  gallons  ; 51,312,000 

being  for  trade  purposes,  the  remainder  for  domestic  use  at  the  rate  of  22.5 
gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  total  Rainfall  for  the  year  on  the  Watershed  was  52.99  inches,  and 
in  Bold  Venture  Park  58.51  inches.  We  had  rain  on  253  days. 
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The  heaviest  Rainfall  was  in  August,  with  q.i6  liiches,  and  the  lowest 
in  February,  with  1.52  inches. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  Scavenging  and  collection  of  House  refuse  is  efficiently  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority, 

House  refuse  is  burnt  in  a Meldrum’s  Destructor  which  is  situated  near 
the  Electricity  Works. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  Bacteriological  method  is  the  one  in  use  for  the  treatment  of  sewage, 
and  appears  to  be  efficient. 

The  Drainage  system  of  the  town  is  the  one  known  as  the  combined 
system.  There  has  been  no  new  development  in  the  system  during  the  year, 
apart  from  the  necessary  cleansing  and  repairs. 

There  is  no  area  or  township  without  proper  drainage  system. 

The  Water  and  Smoke  tests  are  applied  to  drains. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  legal  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  pollution  of  streams. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  74  Bakehouses  and  on  the  whole  they  are  in  a fairly  good  con- 
dition. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  registered  and  also  one  licensed.  The  tw’o 
registered  are  Public  Abbatoirs.  They  are  all  yi  fairly  good  condition. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Municipal  Model  Lodging  House  is  the  only  common  lodging  house 
m the  town,  and  is  frequently  visited  and  inspected  by  Inspector  Walsh. 

The  average  daily  number  of  lodgers  for  the  year  was  95.37,  including 
women,  as  compared  with  82.22  for  the  nrevious  year,  an  increase  of  13.15. 
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WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 


The  Workshops  and  Workplaces  are  on  the  whole  in  a fairly  ^ood 
condition. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  on  the  whole  is  gooil 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  82  cowkeepers  on  the  Registers  and  36  Dairymen.  One  hundred 
and  fifty  Inspections  have  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  during-  the  year. 

Regulations  were  made  on  the  4th  April,  1898  ; these  are  enforced. 
The  cubic  capacity  mentioned  in  the  Regulations  is  600  cubic  feet  per  cow. 
The  farm  buildings  are  in  a fairly  good  condition. 

When  necessary  the  veterinary  surgeon  is  called  in  to  inspect  dairy  cows. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  regard  to  tubercidous  milk. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  one  Dealer’s  License  to  sell 
“ Grade  A ” (Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk  has  been  granted. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

The  various  workshops,  bakehouses,  etc.,  where  food  is  prepared  are  kept 
under  strict  supervision  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported 
to  me  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  food  surrendered  or  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption is  as  follows — 

(a)  Tuberculous  carcases  and  parts — Approximate  weight,  3,876  lbs., 

taken  from  28  Beasts  and  4 Pigs.

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings. 
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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 


The  number  of  houses  dibinfected  during’  the  year  was  ii6.  The  Disin- 
fecting medium  used  being  either  Sulphur  or  Formalin. 

The  apparatus  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital  having  become  obsolete  and  defective 
a new  disinfecting  station  and  modern  apparatus  has  been  erected  near  the 
Centre  of  the  town  on  a site  adjoining  the  Flectricity  \\  orks  at  Shorey  Bank. 
This  station  was  ready  for  functioning  in  January,  1925. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  bathing  verminous,  etc.,  persons  if 
occasion  arises. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  carry  out  any  disinfestation. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  milk  and  one  of  cream  were  purchased  by  the 
Inspectors  and  submitted  for  analysis. 

One  of  the  samples  of  milk  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  IMilk  Fats,  and 
the  vendor  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £s  including  costs.

There  are  12  Dry  Ashpits  and  10,538  portable  refuse  receptacles,  the 
majority  of  which  are  ashes  tubs  and  i)laced  under  covered  sheds  in  the  yards. 

The  Corporation  under  the  provisions  of  a Local  Act  contribute  half  cost 
•of  conversions  of  pails  to  fresh  water  closet.  In  new  property  only  fresh 
water  closets  are  allowed  to  be  fixed. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

The  Inspectors  took  106  observations,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration,  during 
the  year. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  but  two  statutory  notices 
were  served  upon  the  occupiers  of  mills  for  emissions  of  Black  Smoke  in  excess 
of  the  time  limit. 

The  time  limit  allowed  ])cr  hour,  for  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke  is  as 
follows: — One,  two  or  three  boilers,  5 minutes  per  hour.

the  neighbouring  buildings, 

and  that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  the  evils  connected  with 
such  houses,  courts  or  alleys,  and  the  sanitary  defects  in  such  area,  is  an 
improvement  scheme  for  the  re-arrangement  and  tfie  rcrconstn^ction  of  the 
streets  and  houses  within  such  area,  or  of  some  of  such  streets  and  houses.

The  area  is  badly  and  very  irregularly  planned  and  there  is  a general  lack 
/jf  those  amenities  necessary  to  healthy  living,  i.e.  : Food  storage,  general 
washing  arrangements,  bathing  arrangements,  yards. 

The  arrangements  are  so  bad  as  to  render  healthy  conditions  impossible. 
The  houses  are  100  or  more  years  old  and  permanent  dampness  is  a dominant 
feature  in  most  if  not  all. 

Because  of  the  closene.ss  of  the  streets  and  alleys  and  the  cul-de-sac  arrange- 
ments the  sun  cannot  enter  most  of  these  houses,  in  fact,  some  of  these  alleys 
themselves  fail  to  get  direct  sunlight  ; there  is  also  defective  air  movement 
around  all  the  houses. 

The  houses  interiorly  are  dark,  and  many  have  no  back  doors,  and  no 
through  ventilation.  The  stonework  is  perished  and  all  are  without  damp- 
proof  courses. 

The  bad  condition  of  the  paving  is  such  that  water  and  filth  lodge  and 
soak  into  the  soil. 

The  drainage  is  generally  defective,  in  only  two  instances  are  there 
means  of  inspection.  The  drains  and  sewers  in  most  cases  run  under  the  houses 
and  in  many  houses  the  house  drain  passes  directly  into  the  sewer  and  is  without 
a proper  joint  or  trap.  There  are  no  inspection  bends  and  no  means  of  raking 
any  drain  for  cleaning  or  clearance  purposes.  The  downspouts  either  pa.ss 
directly  into  sewers  or  discharge  on  ground. 

With  the  exception  of  six  houses  there  is  insufficiency  of  sanitary  conveni- 
ences, one  water  closet  serves  more  than  one  house.  They  are  placed  at  some 
distance  from  the  houses  they  serve  and  are  generally  found  in  a dirty 
condition. 
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The  effect  of  these  eonditioos  upon  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  very 
evident.  A.nonRst  the  adult  population  Bronchitis  and  Rheumatism  are 
common.  Healthy  child  life  is  impossible.

Tlie  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park  in  Lat.  53  4^ 

25"  N.,  and  Lon.  2°  28'  32"  W.,  and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean 

sea  level. 


Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  at  9 a. in.  and  9 p.ni. 


This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called  a 
Normal  Climatological  vStation.  A re])ort,  giving  all  details  of  readings,  is  sent 
each  month  to  the  INIeteorological  Office,  London. 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  is  1486.4  millimetres,  or  58.31  inches  being 
recorded  on  253  days;  the  average  for  the  last  eighteen  years  being  55-46 
inches.  Tlic  greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  August,  238.8  millimetres  ; and  the 
lowest  in  February  38.6  millimetres.  The  greatest  daily  fall  was  49.8  milli- 
metres, on  August  20th. 


The  total  sunshine  registered  on  266  days  during  the  year  was  1061.7 
iiours,  the  average  for  eighteen  years  is  1139.6  hours.  April  registered  the 
idgliest  monthly  total,  134. i hours;  and  December  the  lowest,  11.6  hours, 
d'he  highest  daily  reading  was  12.9  hours,  on  June  14th. 


The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  41.0°,  being  above  the 
average  for  the  last  eighteen  years,  which  was  40.5°.  The  lowest  monthly 
mean  was  in  March,  30.9°,  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  year  21.8°,  on 
January  loth. 


1 he  maximum  wind  velocity  was  on  September  21st,  when  a Westerlv 
wind  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  56  miles  per  hour. 


No  observations  of  calm  were  recorded.  22  observations  of  snow,  and  13 
observations  of  hail,  6 observations  of  thunder,  thunderstorm  on  9 days,  6 
observations  of  hoar  frost,  84  observations  of  mist,  61  observations  of  ground 
frost,  4 observations  of  snow  lying,  37  observations  of  fog.  and  i observation 
of  gale.

As  early  as  possible  after  receipt  of  a notification  the  ju'emises  are  visited 
and  all  ])articulars  regarding  the  patient  and  premises  are  obtained.  Verbal  and 
printed  instructions  are  given  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  diseases. 

Where  children  are  attending  school  from  an  infected  house  notices  arc 
at  once  sent  to  the  Education  Offices,  to  the  Headmaster  of  the  School,  and  the 
Public  Library. 
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In  cases  of  removal  to  Hospital  of  patients  or  the  recovery  of  the  case  the 
rooms  are  fumigated  and  bedding  removed  for  disinfection. 

During  the  year  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Bull  Hill 
Hospital,  viz. — Central  Ward  7,  South-East  Ward  4,  South-West  Ward  2. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

During  1924  thirty-two  inspections  were  made  at  the  Day  Schools  within 
the  district.  Particulars  of  nuisances,  etc.,  discovered  were  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  Plducation  and  Managers  of  the  various  Schools  and  in  all  cases 
the  nuisances  remedied.  Reports  were  periodically  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee.

BURY  STREET  INSANITARY  AREA. 

On  the  5th  day  of  June,  1924,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  an 
official  representaton  to  the  Council  regarding  the  above  area. 

As  required  by  the  order  full  ]>articulars  were  supplied  to  the  Committee 
legarding  the  structural  condition  of  each  of  the  66  dwellinghouses  and  19  other 
buildings.  The  reports  gave  full  particulars  and  measurements  of  all  rooms, 
area  of  windows,  sanitary  accommodation,  etc.  All  defects  were  carefully 


eiiiinierated  and  plans  were  submitted.  iMnch  information  was  also  obtained 
in  regard  to  the  condition  of  health  of  the  occupants  and  the  nature  of  emplo^'’- 
rnent.  This  scheme  entailed  a great  deal  of  labour  and  time.

DIRTY  HODSES. 


In  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  Committee,  details  were  given  of 
certain  Houses  situated  in  Green  Street,  Shorrock  Fold,  William  Street,  Burv 
Street,  Robert  St.  and  Gillibrand  Street,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a filthy 
condition.  Preliminarv  and  ultimately  statutory  notices  were  served  upon  the 
occupiers,  and  the  cleansing  was  ultimately  done  to  our  satisfaction.  Inspector 
Wilson,  N.S.P.C.C.,  accompanied  me  on  many  occasions.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Sixty-three  cases  were  notified,  these  beingf  distributed  as  follows  i6  in 
West-Central  Ward,  28  in  North-East  Ward,  and  ig  in  North-West  Ward. 
Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notification  of  the  existence  of  these  cases,  the 
houses  were  visited  and  a thoroug’h  examination  of  the  premises  made,  an;- 
defects  in  the  drainage,  sanitary  arrangements,  etc.,  I caused  to  be  icmedied 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Twelve  of  the  patients  suffering  from  vScarlet  Fever 
were  removed  to  the  Bull  Hill  Hospital.  The  rooms  previously  occupied  by 
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the  patients  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected.  During  the  year  70 
rooms  were  fumigated  and  the  bedding,  etc.,  disinfected.  A complete  list  of 
the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  various  wards  is  included  in 
the  iMedical  Officer’s  report. 

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 


Sixty  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration. 

The  following  Time  Limit  is  in  force  in  the  Borough — 

One,  Two  or  Three  Boilers 5 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

Four  or  more  Boilers  7 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

In  two  instances  the  Time  Limit  was  exceeded  and  vStatutory  Notices  were 
served  upon  the  occupiers  of  the  mills.

District.  In  addition  there  are  many  purveyors  of  milk  whose  farms  are 
situated  without  the  Borough.  No  dairy  cows  have  been  kept  during  the  year 
at  Holly  Bank  Farm.  A few  farms  are  used  chiefly  for  rearing  young  stock. 
About  500  cows  are  stalled  in  the  shippons,  in  additions  to  young  stock  and 
oxen.  Improvements  were  carried  out  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Regulations,  as  follows —

Many  repairs  of  a minor  nature  were  also  carried  out. 

I have  continued  to  watch  carefully  the  water  supplies  at  the  various  farms. 

Copies,  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Regulations  have  again 
been  supplied  to  each  farmer  and  i^urveyor  of  milk. 

INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  12  Elementary  Schools  were  made  particularly 
during  the  vacations,  viz.,  Easter,  Mid-Summer,  and  Christmas,  to  survey  the 
buildings  and  ascertain  if  the  cleaning  had  been  done  in  accordance  with  \^our 
requirements,  as  issued  prior  to  each  vacation  by  Mr.  W.  Bretherick,  Secretary 
of  Education.  The  work  was  done  in  accordance  with  instructions.  Defects 
■in  the  buildings,  means  of  ventilation,  drainage,  and  pavement  of  yards  were 
referred  to  the  Education  Department  for  attention.  Many  defects  were 
remedied.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  accompanied  me  to  many  of  the 
Schools. 

TRIPERIES,  Etc. 

Two  tripe  dressing  firms  occupy  premises  at  the  Corporation  buildings  in 
James  Street  West.  The  greatest  possible  care  is  exercised  to  avoid  effluvia 
nuisances.  The  waste  material  is  removed  daily  and  cremated. 

One  gut  scraper  carries  out  the  preliminary  part  of  his  work  in  separate 
premises  situated  at  the  Public  Abattoirs.  The  casings  are  sent  out  of  town 
to  be  scraped,  etc.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  TO  1907. 

Dining  the  year  I inirchased  23  samples  of  milk  and  i sample  of  cream 
and  forwarded  them  to  the  County  Analyst  for  examination  One  sample  of 
milk  numbered  31A,  which  was  purchased  from  a purveyor  whilst  delivering 
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milk  to  his  customers’  houses,  was  found  upon  analysis  to  contain  the  parts  as 
under: — Milk  Fat,  2.71  per  cent;  other  Milk  Solids,  9.10  per  cent.  The 
deficiency  in  milk  fat  was  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  limit  of  3.0  per  cent,  fixed 
by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations.  1901.  Visits  were  subsequently  paid  to  the 
cowshed  and  samples  of  morning’s  and  evening’s  milk  were  purchased  after 
milking  of  the  whole  herd  had  been  completed.  Both  samples  upon  analysis 
proved  to  be  rich  in  milk  fat.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  a fine  of  X5> 
including  costs,  was  imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

I have  continued  to  keep  a sharp  outlook  over  the  various  articles  of  food 
offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  in  the  district.  Six  cwts.  of  Potatoes 
were  condemned  and  destroyed.  The  butchers’  shops  are  regularly  visited. 
For  particulars  regarding  the  inspection  of  meat  see  the  Meat  Inspector’s 
Report, 

The  15  Fish  Shops  in  the  district  have  been  periodically  visited  and  many 
Improvements  to  the  drains,  etc.,  have  been  effected. 

MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  13.15  per  month  in  the  num- 
ber of  lodgers  when  compared  with  1923.  This  is  the  only  common  lodging 
house  in  the  town,  a distinct  advantage  from  a ijublic  health  standpoint.  I 
frequently  visited  the  house,  often  in  the  evening  after  the  lodgers  had  retired 
to  rest,  when  the  number  of  cubicles  occupied  were  checked  and  the  books 
examined.

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CLOSET  CONVERSIONS. 


During  the  year  3 i)ail  closets  and  12  waste  water  closets  were  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  remaining  40  pail  closets  would  have  been  converted  long  ago  but 
difficulties  in  regard  to  drainage  were  encountered.  An  endeavour  is  now 
being  made  to  overcome  these  drainage  problems  and  convert  the  closets. 

A few  pail  closets  cannot  be  converted  as  they  arc  situated  at  too  great 
i distance  from  the  sewers. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK,  NOVEMBER  3rd  to  loth,  1924. 

During  the  preceding  week  the  occupiers  of  mills,  workshops,  food  stores, 
farms,  warehouses,  etc.,  were  communicated  with  and  supplied  with  copies  of 
the  Ministry’s  Circular  No.  264  T.R.  The  response  was  good  and  an  earnest 
endeavour  was  made  to  destroy  Rodents,  etc.  Tlie  work  done  proved  to  be 
very  effective.  The  various  mill  owners,  farmers,  etc.,  now  exercise  constant 
vigilance  and  a great  many  more  cats  are  being  kept.  During  the  year  a man 
was  occasionally  employed  to  place  poisoned  bait  in  selected  and  suitable  places 
known  to  be  infested  and  the  result  was  satisfactory. 

MANURE  PITS. 

The  midden  steads  were  regularly  inspected  and  precautions  were  again 
taken  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  caused  by  flies. 

OTHER  MATTERS. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  addition  to  the 
printed  report,  I have  submitted  a detailed  type- written  statement  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  my  district. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  service  of  Informal  and  Statutory  Notices 

had  the  effect  of  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances.

MEAT  INSPECTOR  S REPORT,  1924. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Slaughter  House  Committee. 

Grntlkmen, 

All  animals  were  examined  upon  arrival  at  The  Abattoirs,  where  they 
were  penned  in  the  lairagcs,  fed  and  rested  before  slaughter.  The  strictest 
supervision  was  at  all  times  maintained  to  prevent  the  ix)ssibility  of  ill-treatment 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  ensure  slaughtcrinjr  being^  done  expeditiously  and 
in  as  humane  a manner  as  possible. 

FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

During  January,  1925,  a report  was  issued  by  vSir  Stewart  Stockman,  Chief 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Ajjriculture,  which  contained  particulars 
of  the  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  INIouth  Disease,  not  only  during:  the  year  1923,  but 
up  to  31st  INIay,  1924,  when  a short  interval  occurred  in  which  no  outbreak  of 
the  disease  existed  in  any  part  of  the  country.  As  the  scries  of  outbreaks  from 
Augfust,  1923.  to  May,  1924,  which  reached  a total  of  3.095,  was  the  most 
serious  epidemic  for  40  years  ; the  record  of  the  outbreaks  and  of  the  methods 
used  in  combatting  them  which  were  described  in  the  leport  assume  special 
interest  and  importance.  The  cost  to  the  P'xchequer  in  compensation  for 
slaughtered  animals  during  that  period  amounted  to  nearly  ^^0,000. 

vSubscciuently,  there  were  fresh  outbreaks  recorded  from  time  to  time  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  and  whilst  the  town  was  free  from  the  disease  the 
restrictions  imposed  owing  to  the  existence  of  the  disease  in  other  areas  affected 
the  movement  of  cattle,  no  doubt  diminishing  to  some  extent  the  lumiber  of 
cattle  slaughtered  locally  during  the  year  1924. 

SWINE  FEVER  REGULATIONS. 

Many  pigs  from  ]irescribed  areas  have  been  delivered  to  the  .Abattoirs  under 
h'cense  and  slaughtered  within  the  time  specified. 

INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

IMany  of  the  retail  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  whole.sale  dealers 
without  the  Borough,  and  large  consignments  of  chilled  and  frozen  meat  arc 
brought  into  the  town  weekly,  necessitating  inspection  of  meat  in  retail  shojis. 

Consignments  of  Fresh  Aleat  have  been  received  from  Birkenhead,  Bolton, 
Blackburn,  and  Wilpshire,  and  passed  through  our  Abattoir  store  rooms.

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  slaughter  several  animals  after 
the  usual  hours,  either  during  the  evening  or  week-end.  I was  present  at  the 
Abattoirs  on  these  occasions.  Many  visits  to  farms  were  also  found  to  be 
necessary  prior  to  ihe  removal  of  animals  to  the  Abattoir.s. 

A great  many  carcases  required  special  examination.  'Ihirty-two  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  the  entire  carcases  of  four  beasts 
so  affected  were  condemned  and  destroyed.  The  affected  parts  of  28  other 
carcases  and  internal  organs  similarly  affected  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 
It  was  also  found  necessary  to  condemn  and  destroy  the  entire  carcases  and 
internal  organs  of  the  following  animals  for  reasons  stated,  viz.  : —
